When tho time for tho dessert oame Mr. 
J. G. Brown, Ist vice-president, amid tre- 
mendous enthusiasm, read tho telegrams 
sent by the society and answers from sister 
societies.

He brought with him to 
Victoria, the gateway of tho West, the 
kindest feeling*, and when ho should return 
to his own country it would always bo his 
pleasure to repeat these scntimonta to his 
own people. Tho grand characteristics of 
Victorians showed that they are living 
under their Qoeen happy and contented. 
(Applause.) Between two countries like 
tho United States and Canada, separated 
hy only ' an imaginary line, it 
was meet and proper that there 
should continue the greatest friendship, 
ilo echoed Miniater Bayard's sentiment ex- 
pressed only the other day that when there 
waa un honest Eogiish hand extended there 
uhould bo an hcnest American hand to 
meet it, 

" Tho Govornor-Genoral of Canada and 
the Lieut. -Governor of British Columbia," 
was proposed by Mr. J. H. Falconer. 

Mr. Falconer in proposing tlio toast paid 
a compliment to Scotchmen, eaying that 
thoy had a heavier weight of brain than tho 
people of any othor country. The Governor- 
Coneral of Clanaila wua a Hcotohnmn and hud 
shown that ho liail a cliariicter that would 
go down to history. Lord Aberdeen, ho 
mentioned, was patron of the society. 
Turning to the Lieut. (Jovornor, Mr. Fal- 
coner read a short account of Hon. Mr. 
Dowdnty's life since he first came to the 
province as a civil engineer in 1859. 

Tho opplause that greeted Mr. Falconer's 
speech almost drowned what he was aaylng. 

Lieutenant-Governor Dewdney in roturu- 
ing thanks aaid ho regretted that His ICxcol- 
leucy was not here to reoiproooto tho good 
wiahoa of the American consul. (Hoar, 
hoar ) Ho waa quite sure that tho Governor- 
General's late visit had been appreciated by 
the people of Victoria, and he would take 
an early opportunity to inform Hia Excel- 
lency of the warm manner in which his 
name had been received. Speaking for him- 
Bolf, he thought from tbe way the toast of 
his own name had been reoeived, that since 
ho had two years ago attended the 
baiquot of the .8b, Andrew's Society 
ho had not not depreciated in the 
oatlmation of the people. (Great applause ) 
Ho spoke feelingly of the death of the late 
'>liiof .justice Bpgble, who had been at the 
banquet two years ago. Hia Honor then 
turning to a lighter topic quoted Max 
O'lioll, where John Hull & Co. described his 
trips throughout the British Kinpire,and who 
hud come to tlie caneluaion when ho atruck 
Australia that moat cf tho Kinpire was gov- 
erned by the Scotch. Mr. Dowdnoy for hia 
part did not think they had to cross tho 
Pacific to find that out. Hero in Canada 
there had been Sir John Muodonald (ap- 
plause), and Hon. Alexander Mackenzie (ap- 
planso). Tho greater part cf tho G.T.R. 
had been built by a .Scolclinian ; tho CP. R. 
had been projootod by .Scotohmen, while

Lo.NDOK, Nov. 30. — The Radical Weekly 
Times and Echo after having caused the 
reasons advanoed by politicians of both par- 
ties in the United States for the overthrow 
of Democracy, confesses itself nnable to sat- 
isfy its own mind on the subjsot. It says: 
"It is impossible for anyone to estimate 
rightly tho real causes of this swinging back 
to Republicanism. Whether tho votora, 
slok of the present stato of things, aimply 
wanted a ohango ; or that the majority are 
still protectioDista at heart and resent tho 
pasaing of the Wilson tariCF ; or that Mr. 
Cleveland's peisonal popularity ia 'vaning 
and that of the Democrala with him, is 
as yot, perhaps, uncertain. The return of 
fourteen Populists, or membors of the peo- 
ple's parly, is so far Batief«otory. They are 
as fair counterparts of our own eooialiats or 
independent labor party men, aa it is at pre- 
sent possible to find In America, but, except 
for propaganda purposes, they are hardly 
likely to be able to tfifect much in congress. 
One significant instance is the strength cf 
the woman vote in Denver. Thirty thous- 
and female voters have been recorded in that 
state, a certain proof that woman's indifl'er- 
enco to polities is not true, at any rate, eo 
far as Denver is oonoerned."

Interestiui; Facta From the Annual 
Beporb-The Necessity for a 
Normal Sehbol. 



'* Oar lohoolt have Inbreaaed ia number 
and impccbaace to Buoh bd extent aa to re- 
(juiro aD oxpanaioQ of the systetn," says Dr. 
S. D, Pope, the Superintendent of Eduoa- 
tioD, in his annual report which has just 
' been presented to the legislatnre, " The 
exparienoa ot paBt years,'' he oontianei, 
" has shown that! teiohers btfore ftssamlng 
aoblve duties should ba required to have a 
good gener&l knowledge of the work that 
they undertalie. In order that! this be ac- 
compliahed, it is neoessary that a normal 
Bohool bo established for the training of 
those who are about to engage iu the inetcuo- 
lioQ cf youth. Id every piofuasiaoikl pur- 
suit, Bpecitil training is a ic(]uireinoal', and 
partiuularly should this be the case with 
those who have to deal wi;h ohild-niind. 
Oaly those who have at loist aome knowl- 
edge of psychology and propsr tnolhods of 
school managoonent should bo granted certl- 
fiuilct to leuch in our public Bohoole. 
To pluco u school iu charge of a teacher who 
posecsBGS no other reconiinendation than a 
cortiliockto ia not aa a rule doing juiticu to 
the pupils who huvc to at ond tlio school. 
ExperitnoB has proved that; it la a wise 
economy for uny country to give to her 
teachers thorough iuxtruction aa to mothoda 
and general knuwlcdijo of school n}aiiage- 
mcnt, Thia can only bo done hy the eatub- 
lishmenb of a normal school. Such an ii stl- 
tution under two teachers ca a coniaience- 
menb would bo of invaluable benefit to the 
aohools of the province, ua llieri-by every 
tohool under the charge of a trained teacher 
would receive direct honeflc for every out- 
lay made iu this direction. It ia unnccea- 
sary to Bay that) teaohers at present on the 
petmaoenc staff should, on ucaount of ex- 
pciienoe, bi txjmpt from atteadance at this 
prepantory traiDlng scbool, 

" Id ia espeoially desirable tbat more at- 
tention be (jiven in our aohoola to the sub- 
jeot of writing. This praotioal study should 
receive moat careful attention. From re- 
ports of the' iospeotora aa well aa from per 
aooal obiervatioo, greater oare on the part 
of teaofaiera ih dealing with ttiit subjout ia 
very deairabla Ilie vertical ayetein 
hand-writing has of late years been adopted 
in many oitiea of Great Britain and O^inad 
with moat favorable results. The principal 
olaima advanced for upright writing are its 
legibility, ease of acquirement, and that it 
is more in accord wii^n hygienic lavra than 
other syatema. Authority to use the 
vertical system of writing has been granted, 
but it ia earnestly enjoined tbat each teacher 
mako himself fimiliar with the eystem be- 
fore utiemptiijf; to give inatruotion therein." 

AddrcBbirg iho Minister of Educition the 
SuperiQleridect soya : " We note with pleas- 
uru that you hiwu on public ocoasiona urijed 
the necesaiiy of the establishment of kinder- 
garten schools in the leading centres of the 
province, and that you also strongly favor 
tho maintenance cf technical aotioole, or 
sohoolu of mtsnual training. Ttiat these 
ajhoola would prove to bu of incalculable 
beneficto thoao taking advantage of the op- 
portuolties hifurded tnerein, there can be no 
doubt. "

The Case of Helnricb Allaa Wliaon Uay Be 
Arranged Out of Gonrt. 

The case of Quan Man Fung & Co. against 
ThfimiiB Heinrich, cilled in the polioo court 
2 o'clock yesterday, wan adjjurnod till 10 
lock thia morning. Police MBg'atrato 
Macrae wishing to thoroughly consider 
w hether in the intereat of public j jstico tho 
prosocutora should bo allowed to withdraw 
from the case, a private settlomont being 
elTected. Tho prisoner was released on 
§1,500 caah bail. 

Heinrich, or, aa ho waa known to the 
Chinamen, Albert Wilson, had three dilV.'r- 
ent iraiiBJCi ious in opium with (jjan Man 
Fung & Co. provioua to tho one in quepiion, 
but} in no case did tho amount exccL'd S~OU 
When, therefore, one year and nine 
months ago ho wishad to pur- 
chase S2,S.S0 t irth of the drug 
the manager of tho firm, Leo On, imniedl- 
ely utked if it was to bo a oash truneaclion. 
Wilson offered to pay §1,440 down and the 
rest when he had found a market for the 
goods. Lee On thought it too risky a trans- 
action, and Wilson f5.ially ogreed to give 
him security for tho balance of §1,440 hy aa- 
aigning to tho Chinese tirni a half interest in 
a largo aohooner then in Victoria harbor, 
and in which Wilson claimed to be half 
owner. Lee On was aatiafied with the ar- 
rangement and papers were drawn up and 
slgued hy \N ilson and tho opium entrusted 
to him ^ 

Lee On beard no more of Wilson for two 
weeks, BO ha thought be might aa well in- 
epuot the aohooner. He aoordingly went 
aboard and found oot, muoh to hia diagUBt, 
that Wilson had never owned bo muoh oa a 
belaying pin aboard of her. Satisfied that 
\Vil8oa would not trottble hiroaelf about pay- 
ing the balanea due of $1,440, Lee On 
informed hia oorreapondenta on the other 
aide of the circumatancea of the oaas, and in- 
atruoted them to keep a sharp lookout. As 
a result Mr. Wilson was arrested aboard the 
Umatilla just) twenty-one montha after the 
event, wnen about to return to California 
with his fgains. As he had nearly $7,500 in 
money and drafts on hia person at tno time 
of his arrest, it may poasibly have been his 
iotontion to call on Qtun Man Fung & Co. 
whilst tho boat was lying here, but suoh a 
supposition ia Homowhat militated against 
by the faot that he very alrenuously objected 
to Sergeant Ilawton's right to remove him 
from the boat, claiming that ho was under 
the Americiu dig and outside the jurisdic- 
tion of British luwa. As Sergeant Hawton 
always carries a small but neat edition (f 
international jurisprudence, with a leather 
strap pandant, Htiorich concluded to be 
open to oonviotion and stepped ashore. 



THE CAPTAIN'S CONTENTION. 

A. Nice Folnt Raised in Connection AVlth 
the Arrest of Hate Williams of 
the "Detroit." 

Capti^in Rico, of tho bark Detroit, takes 
exception to the arrest of his first, mate, 
John G. Williame, made by the provincial 
police on Thursday. Williams, as was 
stated yesterday, was arrested aboard tho 
bark on a obarge of stealing a shotgun in 
1892, and will appear before Magistrate 
Macraetbia morning chargedwich rheoffeoce. 
Captain Hice claims that Williams being 
aboard of an American bottom and in 
charge in the oaptain'a absence, tho arrest 
was illegal ard against iotornational law. 
Under the rules of the San Franoisoo under- 
writers' board the vraiei cannot aall without 
a mate and consequently tho captain Sbysbe 
has sufTerod great inconvenience by the 
arrest ot Williame, ao it would be difiScult 
to get another man to fill hia place at 
abort noticrj. However Captain Rice 
made no formal appeal to tho American 
couHul, and at llie oDnaulato it wua believed 
that ho would not. Tno provincial police 
consider ihoy have acted within their juria- 
dic'ion, and th.i eainu idea aocniH to prevail 
at tho Amerioau conaulate. The jjoint f/iW 
prnbabiy bo ruiand by thu defcnco to-day.

In yestprday'd edition Than Ling, of tho 
firm of Pook Long it C i , T'lpgard street, 
was credited with very t'>rciblo opinioua of 
tho present diiBoully bitween Japan and 
China, whereaa he waa merely repeating a 
conversation between hiniaelf and Iiaanhinin 
Ijo, a well-informed and educated Japan- 
cso, lately arrived. The latter haa atten- 
tively studied the Internal economy of tho 
Caineso Empire, and in giving his views to 
Mr. Chan Long did BO from an entirely im- 
partial itandpoin'. Chan Long himself 
naturally differs entirely from thtm, and hy 
no means despairs of the uliiona^o aucucsa of 
the Chinese bitt*lion8. "Jjpaii," he eaid,

OUR FRUIT INSPEOTIOSf. 

The wise measures taken by the Qovem- 
menb of this Province wibh respecb to the in- 
spection of fruit are likely to have an effect 
upon tho leaislatlon of the great Province of 
Ontario. The Toronto Globe so far from re- 
senting the rigidity of the fruit icapection 
established by tho Provincial Government, 
approves of it and when it informs its read- 
ers of its nature, also shows them bow to geti 
rid of the ineeot post against the importa- 
tion of which suoh rigid regulations have 
been made. As the article contains infor- 
mation which may be valuable to fruitgrow- 
ers in this Province we publieh it entire. 

The Legislature of British Columbia has 
taken effective measures to keep the Prov- 
inC3 free from that destructive apple pest, 
the codling moth. Mr. Anderson, provin- 
cial statistician, has annouuctil that, so far, 
the efifurbs to that end have been successful. 
The law requires that ail apples found to be 
infeoted with the pe^t shall bo destroyed by 
fire, and its rigid enfaroemont has already 
reanlted in loss to Ontario shippers. Apples 
shipped from the Eastern Provinces have 
baen ordered to be destroyed by the inspeot- 
018 The fnlly-developbd moth is much 
smaller than the common honRe-fly. 
It is about three-eighths of an 
inch long, and the extended wings 
are about double that meaanre 
menb. The outer pair of wings are 
mottled grey in color and wide at tho 
tremities The moth lays ita eggs at the 
bloaeom of a forming apple, and tho larva 
soon penetratea to tho core, whore it feeds 
on the pulp and excavates a burrow of con 
aiderable aiz3. In a short time it oats iti 
way to tho surface, and appears a caterpillar 
of a dozan joints, its length being about 
three q'lartura of un inch. It thou ahrinka 
up into the inert or pupa stage, and if the 
eoason ia advanced, i>pins a thin, hairy co- 
coon in which to spend tho winter. From 
this it emerges in tlio spring a full-tledged 
moth, ready to deposit its eggs on the new 
apple crop. 

la Ontario two broods aro generally pro- 
duced in one year, tho pupae of tho spring 
brood coming out fully developed moths, 
instead of spinning thomselvea a winter suit. 
Oaoe they are iobroduoed into any locality 
it is almost impossible to dislodge them 
while apple cnlture la continued. Spraying 
with Paris green has been fonnd efloctive in 
early spring as a means of lessening the 
destraotive woiic of the ptat. Tho 
Canadian Paoifio Bailway Company has 
sent a ciroalar to all tho leading fruit- 
growers and dealers in Ontario, explaining 
the regulations in force in tho western pro- 
vince, and cautioning them regarding the 
risk incurred in shipping infected fruit, 
Shippera to British Columbia ahould bo oaro 
ful to buy in districta free from tho pest. It 
la claimed that there are many auch districts 
in Ontario.

From whab 
we have read of ib we conclude that the 
book will be, from every point of view, a sue 
oess. Mr. Pope, who is the moat modes! 
and unpretentious of men, is to be oongratu- 
lat«d on the way he has accomplished tho 
difficult and delicate taak which had been 
assigned him by the Chief he served so 
faithfully and loved so well. In this 
as in a thousand other instances Sir 
John showed that ho was a good 
judge of oharaober, and that h6 Aas able to 
form a true estimate of a man's ability. 
There is hardly any man of emin 
once in thia country who would 
choose as his biographer a young man 
who had little experience in writing and 
whose knowledge of the politics of Canada 
in whioh Sir John had taken so prominent a 
part, must necessarily be book knowledge. 
Yet Sir John did choose such a man, and 
the result proves that he did not make a 
mistake. 

We havo just received the books them 
selves — two handsome volumes — and will in 
a day or two give our readers some idea of 
whab they contain and our opinion of the 
way in which Mr, Pope has done bis work,

UNITBD STATES OURRENOY. 

The amount of paper which the Doited 
States has in oiroalatlon as currency is 
simply enormous. It is all redeemable in 
gold. There is also an immense amount 
silver worth very little more than half ita 
face, the value of whioh is maintained by the 
knowledge thai the Governmcub is bound to 
keep ib at a parity with gold, With suoh a 
load of liabilities all depending on 
a reserve of §100,000,000— some- 
timea a little more but much oftenor a 
good deal lean — of gold, it ia no wonder that 
the Qaancea of tho United States are often 
in a very ticklish position. 

When it is considered that, in addition to 
this immense amount of redeemable paper, 
with very littlo at timea to redeem it with, 
thero aro in Congrues and out of it a largo 
number of polilioiaua who are continually 
trying to induce the people to btliovo that 
the financial position of tho country would 
bo Boucdor and the proaperity of 
tho people greater if there were 
added to the currency an indefinite amount 
of irredeomublo money, iti may bo under- 
stood how diliicult it is for the sound finan- 
ciers of tho liepubllc to maintain ita credit, 
both at iiomo and abroad, Tho following 
paragraph from Bradstreet's shows the 
amount of paper the United States is liable 
for. In thia etatemont no account ia taken 
of tho immense amount of duproeiatod siivor 
whioh tho Government is obliged to keep 
in circulation, whose value, if thero waa 
any suapicion of the scundoeas of the 
Government's fiaanolftl piklioy, might in a 
wonderfully short time drop to that of 
silver ballion. . It is therefore no wonder 
that the state of the national currency has 
caused the President deep and constant 
anxiety, and that it ia to bo tho principal 
Bubjeob of his nexb message. This is what 
Bradstreet's says : 

It appears that the new issnai of United 
Statua paper currency put into olrculatinn 
during the year amounted to f350,BB9,19l), 
having boon ciocodcd but onoe, in 1892 
Tho umouub of worn and mutilabcd notes 
redeemed waa S;il!),002,'200.

Mr, Kidd presented two peiicioDB ro- 
gpeotiug Sitbbath obiervanoe. 

TiiR ."^I'KAKRR announo d that with ro- 
Bpuu., lu iiiu ptititiou of K. T. Williama 
& Co., yfotcrduy ruled out of order, the rul- 
ing wna baaed on Rule 93 of the Rules and 
Ofders of thu liouse, wbiob forbids the rO' 
oeptloa of puiiiious lavblviDg 'the ] expendi- 
ture of public money. 

Mr. Swokd appealed from this tnling, 
nhiob, afior brief diBouesion, was sustained 
on division of 20 to 10. 

Mb. Smith presented the first report of 
the mining oommlttee, deolaring th&t in tbo 
oolnion of that oommlttee the establishment 
of a mining bureau would bs of greab adran- 
tdge to the provinoe. 

HoK. Mb Davik presented a report from 
Hon. Gol. Baker tespeoting Froser river 
relief. 

HoK. Col Bakkb presented the twenty- 
third annual report of the publio sohools of 
Britiah Columbia. 

BDBBAU AMD BOHOOL OF MIMES. 

Mb. Kwuat moved : " That this honsedo 
resolve itself into a oommlttee of the whole 
to consider the following resolution: Re> 
solved. That in the opinion of thia house it 
Is advisable, In the interest of the dsiyelop- 
meat of the mineral lesonroes of this pro- 
vince, that a mining bureau and school of 
niinea be established." 

The house thereupon went into oommlt- 
tee, Mr. Booth in the chair. 

Mn Kemje, in niovinR the adoption cf 
the roaolutioD, orophusizid the importan3u 
of tuklng aoiiie stop euoh us proposed to 
provide nio»na of drawing ou'aide oupital to 
the mines of this provinca. Hj quoted fiom 
the report of Ur. George Diwaoii to ahuw 
Iho imiiionoo extent; and riohnesaof thomiu- 
eral reKion^ of Britiah Columbiu, and point- 
ed out the impoaaibiliiy of their develop- 
ment without the aid of oiitaido capital. Ho 
believed that the eatabliahinent of u miniiif; 
bureau would have a great itreot in die- 
aeminatlDg iho itfirmalion whioh would 
attract the attention of the outaide woild. 

iln. BuYDEN aecontied Iho reaolution, 
holding that a auhool of mines ia one of the 
great neceeaitied of the province. He did 
not mean on an olaborato Boale, but thought 
that a largo number of uieu would 
take any opportunity of attending 
a short sesaiou in the winter time. He 
thought the school shouldi be aolf aupport- 
log, and that those who wished to attend 
would readily pay. He pointed out that in 
Ontario there are schools of mines whloh 
hold short aeaeion:! in the winter time with 
very enoonraging reaulta. 

Mb. SkmliN, while not opposing the 
resolution, thought the bouse should have 
been sffotded a little more information on 
the eabjjot, partioularly as to the result of 
cxperimema in this direction elsewhere. 

Mb KxiuB prooeeded to state the nature 
of the work darried on by mining bureaus in 
the United States and in Mexico. He 
quoted the opinion of Dr. Dawaon that the 
mines of- this pro vice ) are equal in value to 
those south of the boundary, and showed 
the enormous product of the latter. He in- 
stanced the old world interest in Australia 
and South Africa as a result of advertiaing 
the mineral resources of those countries. 
He considered that the prceonc ia em- 
phatically the time for British Columbia to 
niika a move in the same direction. 

Mk. Adams congratulated the member 
from Weat. Kootenny on tho effort ha had 
to day mauo ou behalf of the miuing inler- 
esta of tho provinoe. He ahowed Iho impor- 
tance of having i fficial aourcoa of informa- 
tion on all subjects uonneotpd with the 
mines, as to moneyed men ot'ioiul rcporta 
have a much greater value thon any lufor- 
mation obtained from private individuals. 
He did not think that any pUco in the min- 
ing belt in this province allowed cravola 
that are not much richer than those prolita- 
bly worked in California, and he conaiderod 
that judicious advertising of the facta would 
do a great deal of good. 

Mk Ro(iF.K.s agreed with what had been 
said In anpporc of tho resolution. He felt 
satisfied that the mines of this country 
wonld be proved to excell in richness any- 
thing found in California, but though the 
faot is pretty well understood here it is non 
known to the outside world. Consequently 
he would support any tffjrt wbiob would 
result in keeping the information continual- 
ly before the investing publio. 

Mb. Sbmlim feared that the provinoe is 
not yet able to t»ke hold of this matter and 
carry out the idea as it should be ojirried 
out. He thought that the provincial 
fioanoes are not in snob a condition that tho 
province can succeasfully grapple with the 
matter of a school of mines, though a min- 
infl hur<"iu ruight ho practicable. 

Mk Bkviie.v G.iiil it was not anylliiugtf 
the < l-iborato acalo auggi^atod l^y Mr. tjiimlia 
thii: I'" ikdvocutt'd, hue riilhi r tin inexjxn- 
sivi) htf.ir to have Bua-iiouH for tho inairuo- 
tioii of prospector J during tho winter miini ha. 

Hon Col.. I3aki'.k thought tho niovor and 
aoconder of the reeoluiion deoervod tho 
thanka of tho house for bringing it up. Ho 
thought that u central organ)/, ition, with i\ 
laboratory, aeaay cliica, leoturu room 
and niuncnin of minerals would 
bi of great advantage, ojpooially 
to visitors iutcrtstcd in atct-rtaiuirg thu 
facts with rosptc' to the mineral riches of 
the province. He favornd reudoiiog every 
astiatanco possible to tho hardy proapec'.or, 
so that lie rn ly couduot bis operations in the 
most expeditious manner, and he in a posi- 
tion to sell his cloini or prospect to tho best 
advantage. Such an itjciitiitlou aa propoocd 
in the reaolution might have in counectioii 
with it fiume small reduction works, to 
wbioh the prospector could send down two 
or three tons ni his ore, of ouurse paying a 
moderate fee for the assay he would reoeive. 
He referred to the school of mines at Spok- 
ane, whioh he said bad been described to 
him as the soul of mining in the State of 
VVasblngton, and he also olted the beneficial 
reeults of tbesohools and bureaus of mining 
in Ontario, in California, and ettewheio. As 
to the important question of ways aiid 
tnoans, he did noc thick that the aoale of 
any institution which would be ertib 
libhtd in this provinoe would be such 
us to give any oniloty on that 
s ore. Ho might say that tho pharnnc.mti- 
cftl Bocieiy and tho medical cooidty of Vic 
toria hud already approached him with tho 
information that if u aohool Euuli as pro- 
posed were es'ablished t'ney would glad- 
ly tend their etudonta there for instruction. 
In addition to the revenue thus provided, 
there would bo some from the leclurce. 
Having already an uasay ollijo, he felt that; 
the coat to the province of tho additional 
institution need not exceed Sli-OtK) outside of 
thn revenue that would bo derived. 

Mil Uu.MK expressed himeolf as hoortily 
in favor of tho mining bureau, but tho 
school he did not approve of, in conaequcnco 
of his experience of tho men from tho 
school at Kingston whom he had met in hia 
district. He felt that the olais cf men 
found amongst the propeotors would not 
take any Interest In a school, ond those who 
wonld attend a sohool wonld not care to take 
packs upon their backs and jiio.ptoBpeotlng.

TUe Steamahtp Yiotorla Arrives With 
Latest Mail Advices From the - 
■ ■' : -V Scene of Conflict 



Little Opposition to tlie Victorious 
Progress of the Japanese 
Armies. 



The etcttmeliip Viotoria of the Northern 
Pacific line, whiob arrived here yeaterday, 
bringa Japanese war advices to the IG'^h of 
iNovember. From these ib ia evident that 
the oominaDderB of the Japanese: forces on 
land and sea had planned 'wisely; their 
attack on Port Arthur was made to the very 
day and hour in accordunco with the 
theoretical carrying out of the campaign by 
the divisional commanders days before, and 
ib now remains to be seen whether or nob 
' other detaila of the war will be as faithfully 
exeoated in accordance with the programme, 
even to the occupation of Peking, which ia 
to be the crowuinf; triumph of Japan's in- 
vasion of the Flowery Kingdom. 

It is well understood in Japan that the 
■first army corps is to advanoo steadily ; 
the secood army corps to attack the enemy 
irregularly when opportunity offers ; and 
the navy to render assistanoe by inter 
cepting the Chinese transports and pro 
venting any aggresgive action by the 
shattered and disorganized fragments 
of the fliel). The first army corpa 
will therefore march on gradually 
through Manchuria, keeping communiuu- 
tlon open by telegraph and postal sorvicn 
and the route clear for the transport c f 
sbores, while the second divieion is tb ad- 
vance on Peking, attaeking all important 
pointaen route. Ib will of coarse be im- 
possible for the latter to keep up regular 
commnnioatioo, and ib will experience 
more hardship and danger while enjoy- 
ing the privilege of earning the hero's 
reward. The territory to be traversed pro 
sents innumerable didicultiog, being Bpareuly 
populated, poorly provisioned and with 
what are reported to bu tlio worst roads in 
the world. The d Hbultiea thus to be over- 
como will moro aurely llmu iiuy activity on 
the pari of iho foo, teat iha doldiorly (juali- 
ties of J jpan's ffirces iilield. 

An cxaiiiplu of what heroic qualitioB are 
rtquiri (i in auuli an expedition as Japan has 
here uudtrtnken ia furnished by one incident 
of the crcBeli.>^ of the Yalu. On October 12 
the ouj^inecra of the Fifth divlaion of the 
First criny corpa roaohed the Yalu. They 
at onco pi9t about for the beat point at 
which to CDnatruot a bridge and naturally 
the first thing to bo done waa to sound 
the water. The opposite bank being in pos- 
aosaion of the enemy, great care hud to ba 
taken not to alarm them and the niglit time 
waa chosen for the sounding, which ren^ 
dered tlia undertaking oven more ditlicult 
of accomplishment. In sounding a rope had 
to be carried to the other side, and someone 
had to oro88 the river and fix the end of the 
rope in the very cimpof the enemy. Mihara 
Kunitaro, a soldier from Buyo, Tokushinia 
prefecture, otTcired to undertake the difficult 
and dangerous service. He was the moat 
noted awimmer of his I'oompany, and the 
tender of his aid was aooepted. He 
sprang into the water and commenced to 
wade across, bub ° before be reached the 
further shore he was half frozsn and dis- 
abled from , swimming or wading. Every 
effort was made by his comrades to save the 
hero, bat to no avail. Ha wa.i swept away 
to be seen no more. Seeing that bis fate 
was Inevitably sealed, a sergeant, Mlyake 
Hyokiobf, 'next jumped into the river, 
ordering another soldier to follow with tbo 
rope, and both arrived safely on the other 
side. The preparations for the sounding of 
the river ware thua completed and the 
bridge buiit ; the f.ict that the Japanese 
army thus easily arossed the Yalu waa 
owing to the heroio deeds of these three 
men. 

The onward march of both divisions ie 
punctuated with Bkiniiishes, the Chinese 
harassing the Mikado's aoldicrs continually 
while making no t ll'jrt to accompliah any- 
thing deciaive. Thua there have been but 
three notable meotiDga in the entire cam 
paign— Ping Vang, Vulu river and Port 
Arthur. Xlio fourth ia expected to be the 
last and moat desporato in the war. In the 
bottles in the vicinity of Kiuren, but one 
Japanese rllioer and thirty two non-commia- 
aioned c.flijera and men wore killed — even 
fewer than by General Oyama'a former re- 
port. The number of the enemy killed 
could not be aecertaiued, us the battles were 
fought in the hills, bnt the number of bodies 
picked up and gl'en burial by 
the Japantao army waa 195. There 
were also found many dead bodies 
BCittered in the Aika river, which could not 
be counted. The trophies taken included 
74 cannon, four machine kods, 4,395 rifles, 
36,:)g4 cauuou balls, 4.300,660 rifle cart- 
ridges, telegraph linos and instraments, and 
large quantitiea of rice. Einobow waa 
taken on November 6, and Talionwan on 
the 7th. Only one Jc>pineao ofBoer and 
twelve men were wounded and none killed. 
The whole army then took up quartera at 
Kioqhow. In the engagements here re- 
ferre'd to the Chinese offered practically no 
resiatauoo ; what little opposition theru waa 
waa madn by tlio prieata. 

Corre-^poiidcnts writine from tlio front 
under d.i.ie. of Nuvemlicr 9 announced tliut a 
iletachiiit'iit of tho Firal army corpa oc- 
cupied J'anirg Kou on October '-'(), but ini- 
niediatuly iinrclu-d north from there. Sonic 
CliiucBo uoldierri iiecretly entered the village 
tho next day and aot lire to tlia pow(i'.,r 
inugi/.iufi belncfjiiig to tho ChincKO arn.y, 
almost the mIidIo viiUfje being lliua ilu- 
Btroyed by (irH. 'I'ho lUiiiea wore only tx- 
tinguiaheii ilirco dnya later by whicli tiiiio 
they had all but coiiauniod theineolvea. 'J'l 
number nf houses reduced to aches wr.a 
about I, SCI), only uonio seven or eight hun- 
dred remaining undeatroyod. 

On the uainn date — November !) —Field 
Marshal Ci'uut Yamagata, commanding the 
iFirst army corps, sent tho Emperor the 
followirg telegraphic reply to the Imperial 
mcaasgB piiblinhed in Viotoria on tho arrival 
of tho laar, ICmproaa : 

" liy an encounter on the Yalu tho enemy 
has been driven into the fields of Manchu- 
ria, and I can now advance tho army ncd.-r 
my command into the territory of Ghiua. 
This success is entirely attributable to the 
personal dignity of H.M. the Emperor. 
H.M. has DOW honored us by a most cordial 
message, , in which success was attributed to 
the aervioeg of the army under my command. 
We have only now to endeavor to aohievo 
snoceaa in th^i future. All tho men of my 
a^my are in aound health, and it is our sin- 
cere desiro that II. M. the Kmporor need not 
have any anxiely for the safety of hia 
troops." 

The Second corps (f tho Japiincflo army 
still had itH heac'cjuartora at I'^iiiren Caatlo 
when tlio Vicloria HiMled, and i he t )lloivii)g 
telograi.i f.-oni Field Murahal Count Y.un i.- 
gata was issupr) from heidciuartcia at Hiro- 
shima on tbo 15'h Novcnibur :

Seiji, Meji, and Kiji divisions. General 
Ma was wounded in tbo battle at Kosan, on 
the Yalu, and ia now In Sbngan. A de- 
tachment of our troops despatched to Lieu- 
sankuan from Fung-whang encountered a 
body of Chinoae horaomen on the way, 
drove thorn ell', and reached their destina- 
tion safely and in good order. 

(Sd ) Yamaoata. 
From the Shanghai papers ib is learned 
that the ill-feeling between tho Manohus 
and the Chinese has greatly increased in 
PekiD);a8 well as at 'Tieutsiu, and that the 
roprosentativeaof all the foreign powers were 
on the ISeh of November preparing to leave 
the Chinese capital. Serious panic und confu- 
sion prevail in both Peking and Tientsin, 
officials and people alike seeming to bo un- 
cancerned in any way with the danger to 
tlieircountry and anxious merely foc^tbe safe- 
ty of their own property and lives. What 
is generally regarded aa the first result of 
General.^von Hnnneken'a recant audience 
with the Emperor ia the appointment of 
His Excellency IIu \''u-feD, judge ot 
Kuanga', exTaotai of Tientsin. as 
chief ot tbo war comniiajariat piy de- 
partment with tho privilege of reporting di- 
rectly to tho throne. In addition to ineao 
powers the Mimperor ordered him to raise 
an army on a new baaia, having General von 
Hannokon as his only colleague, and under 
tho special direction of that oliicer. Tho 
Chiueao mon-of.war wore ot last reports as- 
Boniljled in ^Vci hai-wei, with no intention 
of lighting under any conaidoralion. 

Tho Kokumin learua from Tioniain that 
he Chiueao government haa acceded in toto 
to tho deinaudu of the ]!ritiah government 
for reparation for tho Chiung.King outrage. 
Mr. O'Connor, tho British minister at 
Tientain, nent un ultimatum on] Novoinber 
1 to the Cliineae government to tlio cilect 
that in tho event of Ctiinn failing to make 
tiroper compeuajtiou within teveu days the 
British squaiiron would enforce the claim. 
Six thouDivnd liritiah Indian troops will be 
sent to China for the protection of liritiah 
eubjeots at the treaty porta. Tho British 
squadron under Admiral Fromantlo have 
token the harbor of Kokkyo at Boat island 
(Chuaan) by taoit perinibsion of the Chinese 
with a view to making ib their v/intcr ren- 
dezvous. Shoivryo haa not, however, been 
occupied. Thoao niovemonta of tho Asiatic 
Equadron are declared to ao entirely for tho 
protection of British residents. Tho ulti- 
matum sent by Mr. O'Connor to the Yamen 
is reported by the Anglo-Chinese press to 
have been in tho following terms : 

" If within seven days tho Chinese gov- 
ernment does not make adequate reparaiton 
for the Chiuug-King oatrage the Britith fleet 
will make prompt reprisals. Adequate re- 
paration is to consist : 

(a) In a greater indemnity than was at 
first asked. 

(b) la a salute of :wenty-one guns by the 
Taku forts to the Chiung King. 

(u) In the prompt diamiasal from office 
and degradation of CJheng Taotai." 

The Tokio Aaahi loarna that a telegram 
waa received on November 8 by the Japan- 
ese government from Rome to the effect that 
tho Chinese niiniater liad applied for the 
mediation of tho Pope in the war, and that 
hia Holineaa had replied that ho would uaa 
his influence with the European powers to 
induce them to initiate mediation. Count 
Ito ecdoraes the truth of this announce- 
ment, but says Japan will not consent to 
peace until the objects are gained for which 
the sword was unsheathed. The English- 
man and the Americao, two of the detained 
pagaengeraof the Sydney, have been released 
after taking an oath noD to resorb to any ac- 
tion in assistance of China, and after sign- 
ing, under protest and promise of appeal io 
their rtspcctive governments, a letter of 
thanks for " their kind' and merciful treat- 
ment by the Japanese government." The 
Chinaman has been sent to Hiroshima. 

The JijiSbimpo, on tho morning tho Vio- 
toria sailed from Y'okohamu, hud a map 
showing bow China will look carto- 
graphically in 1901 It h interesting and 
instructive as ehowirg tho manner in which 
Japan's aspirations aro formulated in certain 
quarters. Tho Kmpiro of tho Rising Sun 
of course appropriatea a respsctablo bUco of 
territory. JapaneHO-Chiua ia thua, to use 
the words of tho gi'Ographere, bounded on 
tho east by the Pttciric ocean, on t he west by 
Anglo Chinu, and <m the northwest and 
north by Kuieia. Ilcr frontier slurta from a 
point a little Co tho eouih of Amoy, and tho 
provincea includ'id are Fukien, Chekiung, 
Anhui, Kiangeu, Honan, Shantung, Shanai, 
Peohili, Lsaucoug and Manchuria— with, of 
oourao, tho island of Formosa. Korea, juat 
for the look of the thing, is represented aa 
an iudependent country. Britain's share 
conaists of Kwangtung, Hunan, Kiarg^i, 
Hupeh and Shensi. Germany takes Kwangd 
and Kweiohow, with tho island of He.iijon 
and sufficient of Kwangtung to affjrd her a 
Btrotch of ooaat iu the Gulf of Tonking. 
Franco gets the rest — that ia Yunnan, t-zo- 
chucn, and tbo far-away wilds of Ktngau, 
with a large piece of Thibet tj make her 
western frontier decently straight. It ia u 
large Boheme, but after her successes in tho 
present war* one need not marvel if Japan 
holds her head a bib above ordinary folka. 

" Affairs in Korea appear to be in a voiy 
aad state," remarks tho Japan Moil. "The 
interference of' Japan to put cvorythicg 
ri,yht, appears to have had tho contrary ef- 
fect by putting everything wrong. Anarchy 
Htalka at large throughout tho aouthorii part 
of the Kingdom. \\ n arc tnld of armies of 
malcoutenta ranging from '_'!), 000 to CO, 000 
strong. Tho entiie population may bo said 
to 'jo hoatilo to tho oocupitionof the Jap&n- 
eae, and thou;jh the wretched Kii'g, v;ho ie 
aa plaalic clay in the bands of tho potter, tu 
bo moulded at will, has been dircijtid to in- 
ane an edict that every one ie to bu beheaded 
who H>mpalhi8(H with tho Tonp; haka, or 
who moleate the .iapaneae, wo think thiit 
but email hoed ia likely to bo paid to euch a 
aweepiri; order, for if it were possiblu to 
o»rry it out, JCorei would lose a very heavy 
p.Trcontago of ita male population. 
However, wo think, tho Japanese friends 
of the country will more or 
Iocs try their handa ut carrying into effect, 
what most persona simply reeard to be their 
own order, iasued via the King. Novem- 
ber was ushered in by the assassination of 
the vice preaidenb of the new law depart- 
ment, This murder has made a onnaider- 
able ponaation in the capital. Ha was 
identified with the progreasive, ie, the 
.I.ipmeao parly, and his savage taking off is 
oald to be regarded as a practical protest 
against J .paneae reform.s in general. After 
thia, Japaneao polionmon have been stationed 
in the immediate vicinity of tho reaidencca 
of tho leadcra of tho new party, the anti- 
Minga. Count Inouyo ahould bo well 
guarded, or auoh is tho temper of the 
Koreans, that his life may bo jeopurdizid. 
Altogether Korea is in a chaotic alatc of 
dicorgmi!/, itioii" 

Two alleged Japaneao spies woro executed 
at llangchow on October 'J7, according to a 
Ningpo correspondent ( f tho Seenpao. One 
waa a liuddhiat ahbnt, who had boen living 
in tho neighborhood for yearn, e.nd was re- 
garded almost aa Chinoae, whilst tho other, 
according In hia stitoment to a soldier 
who protended to be a JapancBO spy, 
hail been pent from Japan to make in- 
(|iiiriea. ITo irgr.ktiated himaolf with the 
other accuaod and pretended to bo hia die- 
oiple. Both tho priaoncra were tried in 
sforot at tho local yamoii. Thu abbot was 
generally regarded as being inno- 



cent of the intentlona of bis com 
panion, bub he was prononnoed guilty 
of harboring a spy. After the preliminary 
examination the prisoners were taken to 
Hangahow and the oaae was reported to 
Peking, with the result that orders were re- 
ceived decreeing their execution. An at 
tempt WBS made, to save the abbot, bob the 
Governor 'pii OhekiangiVLiaa :Shoufeng, is 
said to have remarked : " One certainly is a 
spy, while the other, althongh 'nob a spy, ia 
also a Japanese, and what doiss it matter, 
the head cf an enemy more or.Iesa.?" Both 
were exeoated the next morning., 'Ib , is 
noteworthy, says the N. C.'' Daily News, 
that many Chinese disapprove of the oxeou- 
tlon of apicB, considering that they shoald 
bo imprisoned until the war is over.

Looking in good order from being in the 
dry dock at Hongkong undergoing her aomi- 
annual im-pection, tho Northern PaDific 
liner Viotoria, Captain Panton. came into 
port yesterday morning, being juat 13 days

30 " Tho Victoria's cabin paesengera were 
I). Fraser, manager of tho National Bank of 
China, who is returning home to Fngland on 
a pleasure trip ; A. E. McGlon, a Kobe mer- 
chant ; B. S. Rigner, o niiaaionary who haa 
travelled conaiderably in China during the 
paat year ; and Mr. and Mra. Vita and three 
oliildren, of Shanghai, who are going to Sun 
Fiuucitco. iifiaidea thoao p'laaengera tho 
ship brought 128 Chinoae and .jO Japanese in 
the ateerago. Aa cargo aim brought 3,(j00 
tona all tnld, of which ,')00 tnna woro land 
hero for Victnria and about 100 tons for San 
Francisco. The Viotoria will stay in poit 
until early this morning, when she will pro 
ceed to the Sonnd.

Scotchmen were taking a leading part in all 
ihe progrcaa and development of tho coim- 
^'y' 

"The Army, Navy and Volunteora was 
proposed by Mr. W. A. Robertson, who 
paid a glowing tribute to tho proweaa of 
tho British armies ond ascribed to them the 
groatneaa of tho Empire and the liberties wo 
now enjoy. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Prior, M. P. P., re- 
ppnndcd. Ho said that ho considered that 
Victoria was fortunate in having a detach- 
ment of Imperial troops stationed hero. 
Everyone knew the groat deeds of tho Brit- 
ish army and must bo certain that what 
chcy had done once they could do again. (Ap- 
plause ) The speaker then spoke of the navy 
aud pointed out how advantageous it was to 
vfo'.otia to have lo have them hero. 
In regard to the volunteers he was glad to 
point to the increuso in their nnmber in 
Victoria, and assured the people that when 
they were needed they would not be found 
wanting. Uol. Prior concluded by express- 
ing the hope that. In the future, enoourage- 
menb would be given to the volunteers by 
the citizens. (Applause,) 

Major Mutter, M P. P., bolng called upon, 
said ho had served for keventcou ycara in 
the militia artillerv of Argylleshire, Scot- 
land. In speuk'.ng of thebeniQts of diicl 
pllns l-O Vo'ung men in the militin, ho said 
ho only wished that he could havo put his 
own family through the diaciplino which he 
went through, 

M. A. E. MoPhilllps spoke humorously 
of the oomparative merits of the Irish 
and Scotch. Ha was Irish bimtolf, 
but his sentiments were Scotch, 
He spoke of the prominent position 
taken by Scotch regiments in the Canadian 
Militia, instaooing the 5th Royals of Moc- 
treal and the 45th Highlandera of Toronto. 
In conolnsion ho said, from an experience of 
12 years, that the young men of Viotoria 
could not do better than join the militia 
It would give them confidence, lb would 
improve their physiciue and give them tho 
feeling that they were serving ineir oonntry. 
(Applause.) Referring to the Norlhweat 
rebbllion, he said it could be baen by the 
Militia reports that M-ij,)r (ianoral Middlu- 
ton had, with tho militia of Canada, over- 
come dliiiculties that t be regular army itself 
had not more than erjualled, 

Mr, James Deans, tho bard of tho society, 
rood an original poem on the Govornor- 
General's visit to Victoria, which was 
heartily appreciated. 

"Scotland Yet" was then sung by First 
Vice President J. G. Brown. 

The toast of the nvoning, "The Diy and 
All who Honor it" was proposed by Rev. 
W. L Clay, who expressed his pleasure ai; 
being clioaen chaplain ot tho society. To 
niu'ln, he said, throughout the length and 
breadth of the world, many a tr'cotch 
heart would bound at the hagt;ia ami 
many a LScotcli stoniuch wouM awell 
at the same time. {(Jreat, hsughter. 
"dcotlond is tho country and Hcotluud are 
tho pcop'o" ho held amid applauae, and 
went on in elctjuent aud witty scntencia to 
ppeak of Scotsmen, saying thar, their steady, 
etorliog characters were tho elements that 
went} to make a nation great and glorious 
Canada had such elemunts in her which 
promised well for her future greatness. 
(Applause ) 

Mr. John Jardine proposed "The lur.d 
we left and the land wo live in," and in the 
course of hia remarks spoke of Roberlj Hnrns, 
Seotiu'd naMunul bird, in gbjwing teniie. 

Lt.-Col. I'lior ai.ng "Tlie M iilbli Ipinite " by 
recjueat, tho company joining in ihu chorus, 

"Dixie" played ou'j of cnmplinient to 
(!on. Robertp, was vigorously joined in by 
the company and was evidently well appro 
ci itod by tho Genoral. 

The " Djmloiou Oovornmont and tho Lo- 
gislativo assembly of H.(^" was humorously 
proposed by Mr. F. H Gregory. Ho could 
not, he said, see why a good Grit like him- 
self was called on to propose the Dominion 
Government. However, he made hia speech 
vory neatly, reir<.»rkiDg that one of the great 
duties of the members during a campaiga 
was to go round and kiss the farmoro' wives 
and daughters. 

Lieut. .Colonel Prior, M.P., respoDding for 
the Dominion parliamoat, spoke of the num- 
b. r of membeis at Ottawa who were of 
Soottish desojnb. They wtre the welghtest 
men, too, great brainy 1 rawny men. Not 
only had they braw Sootohmoo in tho houao, 
but ho often was disturbed in tiylng to 
maku up a speech t ) hear a strango language 
spoken and on ii C|uiry he hud found tub it 
was Gaelic. (Laughter,) He t old a comical 
stoiy al)out a big tioolch minister who was 
tt groat trencher man. Oppoaito him was a 
lantern jiwed indiviiJual who auid aa tho 
minister raiaed a glass ot l/(juld to his 
mouth — "Stop, there s death in the glass.'' 
"Aye," was thn reply, "I havadrooned the 
miller." (Liughter ) 

Mr, R, P. Uiihot, M P.P., returned 
thanks on behalf of himself ond members of 
the Ipgislature. Ho might say that so far 
ho felt liko a fish out of wator to a ucrtaiu 
extent They wore engaged with the legal 
profession bill, and ho believed in giving 
them all they wunlod. (Laughter.) Ho 
woB oonvinood after the speouh of Mr. Greg 
ory that be had msils a mistake ; ho should 
have run for the Dominion houao, for during 
the late campaign he bad had no uhanoo of 
having the privilege of kissing the farm- 



ers' wives or even the babies. (Laughter. ) 

Mr. Graham, M P.P., and Mr, liellle, 
M P.P., both roapondod very brii lly for tho 
legislative assembly, ond wore followed by 
Mr. Adums, M P P., and Mr. Rogers, Tho 
latter held that tho government of 15riiiah 
Columbia wan one of which any country 
might bo proud, (.'\pplsiueo ) As lo Vic- 
toria, it would bo ono of the great metrop. 
olieea of Canada, Speaking of tho potaibil- 
ilioa of tho province ho trualtd ho ahould 
SOP a railway through tho northern p'irt cf 
the province, which contained a better scope 
of country than that through which 
tho CP R. paased, (Great applause ) 

Major Mutter, (&L P P., was glad of an 
opportunity publicly to thank the people of 
B C. for roiurniug biiii to tho legislature in 
leas than three years after ho had settled in 
the province. He would gladly hail the day 
wbcQ A new railway was built throagh the 
north cf the proviuoo and would do his 
humble beat to speed the day, 

H. Dallas Helmcken, M.P.P,, rose amid 
great applause. It was to him a source ot 
pleasure, prido and gratitude to bo present 
at this gatliering. Speaking of tho legisla- 
ture he stated that the majority of the mem- 
bers in the house to-day were Scotchmen. 
Ue would, he said, for bis part, do bia be»i 
to make Victoria always the commercial 
metropolis of British Columbia, If any- 
thing could bo done lowords forwarding 
that railway enterprise, which they knen 
was BO dear to hi.a colleague, Mr, Rithit, 
he would, when tho time comes, do his very 
best to help it in every legitimate way. 
( Applause ) 

Mr. Bishop having fkvorod tho company 
with "My am kind dtario 0," Mr. E (". 
Smith proposed tho toast of " Tho Clergy." 

Rev. Dr. Campbell ond Rev. Mr, Clay 
responded brii lly and to the point, 

Mr. Robs Monro upon being called upon 
sang " Old Comrodes," ond Mr, Martin 
givo in good stylo " He fetched me a pint 
of wine." 

"The Bench aiid the Bar," proposed by 
Mr, A. 15, Oiray, was roknowledged by 
Messrs. E. V. Bodwell and Vatea wuh boih 
force and eloquenoo. 

Mr. Anderson gave "A wee drappio o't " 
in good style. 

"Tho Mayor and Corporation" was pro- 
posed by Mr. Tempieuian. 

Mayor Teague said as the time was get- 
ting late, or rather early, he would not 
make a long speech.

There was a full meetirg of tho public 
school board last evening. Chairman Charles 
Hayward presiding, and there being consid- 
eroble interesting bnsiness on the list.

A. Cohen writing to deny a rumor which he 
said bad been In circulation to tho efTeot 
that. In printing the papers for tho midsum- 
mer examinations, through negligence on 
his part tho subject matter of tho papers 
had become public.

Col, K. G. Prior, commanding tho 15. C B. 
(• A., wrote asking for peraiitaion to use 
ono of tho city schools for tho purpose of 
holding the written examination of the 
school, of gunnery, which pormiasion was 
granted, 

A communication from Swiuerton & Oddy, 
offering to supply anthracite coal for 
the use of tho public schools, was tabled 
for further consideration ; a letter from Mr, 
Ridgway Wilson, with reference to u leak- 
ing roof in the South Park school, was placed 
on file ; and applications for appointments 
on tho teaching stafl from Miss Lizzie J. 
Sharpies and Miss Klsie M. Arthur were ro- 
caivcd and laid on the table for future con- 
sideration. 

Reports from the teachers absent from 
tho last meeting of tbe Teaohers' As- 
sociation, held on jtfovember 0, were 
rouil and filed, and a resdlutton 
adopted on motion of Tmstees Marohant 
and Lovell, that "these tetohera, together 
with all principals of city sohooli, be in- 
formed that the board considers attendance 
a', the regular monthly meetings of the 
teachera' association highly desirable and 
imperative." 

Trustee Marohant n-.xt presented a reso- 
lution expressing sympathy with

tho Victoria post cflioo clerks 
aud carriera ond condemnatory 
of tho Dominion government. There was 
no seconder ond tho chairiiian promptly 
ruled the resolution out of order, expressing ' 
aurpriso tliat it should hovo been introduced. 
The matter was ono entirely outaido of the 
concern of the board, and it was necessary 
that the board should colUdo itself 
strictly to its own business. The introduc- 
tion of suoh matters only took up the time 
of the trustees to no purpose whatever. 

In connec ion with the subjaot of univer- 
sity education, tho special committee to 
whom this matter hud been referred, report- 
ed as follows : 

" Tho committee appointed to inquire into 
the matter of tho High school becoming 
affiliated with the Eaatorn university beg to 
report : 

" That having regard to the standing of 
the university and the reasonable require- 
ments of its faculty as to residence. We 

recommend that the High school bo afliliated 
to tho University of Toronto, 

"The pupils of Vancouver High school 
may now Kraduato through McGill uni- 
versity, Montreal, ondthoro are arrangements 
made by which persoun may take hero tho 
examinations of (^taeen'a university, Kings- 
ton ; therefore by afliliatim; with tho Uni- 
versity of Tornnio pupils may hive prac- 
tically the choice of three of the univeraitieo 
of thu Ktst. 

" Wo recommend (o) that pupils be re- 
quired to pay all fees consequent upon the 
university course, (b) that tbe principal be 
empowered— if in accord with tbe require- 
ments of the council of public instruction— 
to arrango the studies of the schools so as to 
prepart for such course, and (c) that lie bo 
requested 10 uudertako all correspondence, 
etc., necesjury for thu purposes of atblia- 
tion." 

This report was adopted. 

On. motion of Xrnsteos Marohant and 
Lewis a resolution was passed rescinding 
the motion adopted at a former meeting of 



the board requiring all pupils lo tike tho 
aemi-annual cxaminatioD. A letter was 
then road from Miss Agnes Deons Cimeron, 
acting OS secretory of a meeting of city prin- 
oipala, reqcesting that the matter bo loft en- 
tirely in tbe hands of the principals. There 
was considerablo discussion on the point 
raised, which was terminated by tho adop- 
tion (f a resolution presented by Trustee 
Lewis that the leter be received and filed 
and the principals informed that tbe board 
requires all pupils to be examined half 
yearly and the results of such examination 
to be presented to the board as soon as pos- 
sible. 

Trustee Marciiant asked that his vote 
bo recorded in the negative as he was in 
favor of leaving the matter in the hands of 
the principals with the understanding that 
any pupil desirous of writing the examina- 
tion should have tbe privilege of doing so. 

The argument agiinst this course waa 
that the board desires a record kept of 
eaohpnpll'a standing and progress, and this 
would be impossible if all did not take the 
examinations. 

The matter of technical education In the 
schools and the report thereon of theteaobers' ' 
association, together with the resolutions 
passed at the last mooting of the association 
on tho subject, were referred to a special 
committee consisting of Trustees Lewis, 
Marohant and Lovoll, for conaideration ond 
report at tho board'a next meeting. 

Accounto for tho month were then pasoed; 
the supply committee autbor'/.ad to procure 
wiro niato for tho echools; and Trustees 
Hayword and Glover wero named as a 
special committee to confer with Arohiteci 
A, M. Muir regarding tho North Ward 
school oloseta, 'Ibia concluded the businosa 
of tho night. 

By tho oliiliition with Toronto Uni- 
versity decided upon, students will take 
two years- here and one year in Toronto to 
qualify for graduation.
